WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—(/)— 
In plain spoken terms, Speaker Gar- 
ner today accused President Hoover 
of playing politics with the non-parti- 
san emergency legislative program and 
warned that the democrats would not. 
take orders from the White House. 

Declaring the democrats have .giv- 
en full co-operation during the eco- 
nomic crisis, the speaker said: “So 
far we have had no co-operation in 
the true sense of the word.” 

The administration, he * asserted, 
has insisted it have all credit for 
whatever has been accomplished while 
the chief executive’s party in con-/| 
gress was unable to legislate without 
democratic assistance. 

The statement of the Texan, who 
is being widely boomed as a possible 

residential nominee, was distributed 

y the democratic national committee 
after it was issued at his office. It 
was accepted in Washington as her- 
alding the end of the informal po- 
litical truce which has existed during 
consideration of emergency measures 
now about out of the way. 

Must Be “Full Partners.” — 

Garner said, however, that if the 
democratic house and the administra- 
tion were to be partners in redeem- 
ing prosperity, effecting government 
economies and in raising needed fed- 
eral revenue, “we must be full part-

TOKYO, Feb. 21.—It has been 
suggested that Japan ‘might, whether 
from pique or policy, withdraw from 
the League of Nations. This is a silly 


idea. 

Japan has been able, through her 
membership in the council of the 
League of Nations, to put a brake 
upon precipitate action, which she 
could have done in no other manner. 

The generous enthusiasm of west- 
ern observers might, in Japan’s ab- 
sence from the League, have carried 
them into premature action based on 
natural but mistaken assumptions.

Explains How Banks of 
All Sizes May Benefit 
Under New Measure. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—(#)—A 
last-minute tussle over the legislation 
to expand federal reserve credit loom- 
ed today after Senator Glass charged 
the administration had attempted to 
create an impression that all banks 
could not benefit under its provisions. 

The Virginia democrat said the ad- 
ministration was back of a move to 
have the senate and house conferees 
extend to big banks the provision in: 
the Glass-Steagall bill expressly pro- 
viding for small banks, although the 
first section of. the measure permits 
large institutions to have full ad- 
vantage of the new credit facilities. 

Outlines Provisions. 

The co-author of the measure point- 
ed out that under the first provision 
of the bill, a group of five banks, re- 
gardless of capitalization, can receive 
benefits of the credit expansion. This, 
he explained, was intended for large 
banks in commercial and industrial 
‘centers. 7 

Under the second provision, individ- 
ual banks with capitalization not ex- 
ceeding $2,000,000, cam receive the 
credit benefits, Glass noted. 

““The second provision is avowedly 
for small banks so detached from com- 
mercial centers that they would be 
at a disadvantage in receiving accom- 
modations by not being able to join 
a group as provided under:the first 
provisions,” he said. 

“The administration is trying to 
get for the big banks the provision

PROMISED FOR TODAY 

SAVANNAH, Ga., Feb. 21.—(#)— 
A contest between Governor Roose-

- some more and announce that he could whip any blank- 
ety-blank in the world. And then, with a guffaw, he 
would hammer Jim Corbett on the back and announce 
that here was a kid who thought he could whip him. 

Corbett was eyed with disfavor but finally called the 

champion’s hand. 

And a year later he beat John L. Sullivan in the ring at New 
Orleans. The story of that fight is a great one. Corbett in- 
sists that Sullivan was the most popular man the ring ever knew, 
Jack Dempsey not excepted. ‘The roar that greeted Sullivan 
when he entered the ring was the greatest ovation ever given a 
fighter.

The plane descended in a flooded 
field outside the city walls, she said, 
and some bulky sampans_ floated 
alongside. The Chinese doctor climbed 
out of the plane into-one.

Charging that the teachers’ asso- 


Ciation “are aggressive political or 
ganizations,” Mrs. Julia O’Keefe Nel- 
son, member of the Atlanta school 
board from the sixth ward, Sunday 
Said that “we. suffering taxpayers 


will be compelled to use the same tac- 
“ties as the teachers. Fight for our 
- friends and against our enemies.” 
'| Referring to the present dilemma 
of the ‘board of education, Mrs. Nel- 
Son said that “all the city money 
“given schools comes from taxes, Coun- 
‘cil cannot furnish them more money 
“xcept by wringing it from. prostrate 
taxpayers.” She urged the public to 
“watch your councilmen and school 
commissioners. Defeat them if they 
try to get more money from you.” 
She offered her services to every 
ward in Atlanta in a fight against 
increased taxes. 


Mrs. Nelson’s statement follows: 

“The writer recently stated that a 
tax assessor should value property 
justly, in ‘the sight of God, whether 
it made him popular or unp®pular.’ 
Tax Assessor Little replied to this 
in the paper. ‘Mrs. Nelson has the 
wrong conception of a tax assessor. 
He should not be influenced by vary- 
ing opinion, but by daw’, I based my 
opinion upon the following incident. 
Mr. Little heard the conversation. 

“I gave to another tax assessor, a 
kind-hearted man, of long experience, 
a return on two buildings. The first, 
for years, rented for $250 per month, 
that sum for a short time, increasing 
to $300 per month. Of recent years 
the rent fell to $75 a month, then to 
$40, and Jast year to $30 a month. 
This year the building is not bring- 
ing in a cent. The plumbing has 
been stolen and plate-glass windows 
demolished. The second building had 
been rented to the same party for 18 
years, latterly for $125 a ‘month. 
This building had been vacant for 
three years on the 3lst of December, 
19381. The Yale lock has been stolen, 
iron bars on windows pulled out, and 
parts of the large floor and staircase 
torn up and taken away. Tax Asses- 
sor ‘Blank’ was perfectly familiar 
with the property and exclaimed, ‘the 
tax on this property should be dras- 
tically reduced, but how can I do 
that when we need money so badly?” 

“This was why I wrote, ‘tax as- 
sessors should assess property in the 
sight of God, whether it makes them 
popular (with city fathers) or un- 
popular.” But Mr. Little says this 
conception of a tax assessor is a 
wrong one. Will he kindly tell me 
what law I violated in the above con- 
ception of a city officer? There is no 
law on any statute books which de- 
clares an assessor must value real es- 
tate for any certain sum. Assess- 
ments can only be placed upon rents 
and an estimated selling value. 

“What is the selling value of a 
building which has been vacant over 
three years, with insurance higher 
than when rented? Tax assessors will 
be compelled to reduce taxes drasti- 
cally or put owners on the bread lines 
and the city warden’s office, unless 
they put us in jail and even then 
they will have to supply free lodging, 
lights, water and food! : 

“It will require considerable money 
to support all the distressed taxpay- 
ers. What are the experiences of 
other suffering taxpayers? Let us 
have a rally and testimonial meeting. 
Thousands in Atlanta are revolting, 
small home-owners, amall business, 
big business making little money. 
small hotels, big hotels, etc., etc, And 
in the midst of this general distress 
county cO®Mmissioners impose a yet 
higher tax, which is highway rob- 
bery. Let us show them every one of 
us will go to jail before we will 
pay it. 

“A newspaper recently carried a 
photograph of thousands of outraged 
taxpayers milling around a_ coffrt- 
house where higher taxes had been 
declared. ‘Those commissioners sud- 
denly had a conversion. They  in- 
creased np taxes. Let us show them 
we will not pay unjust taxes in these 
painful times, for schools, hospitals 
or anything else. Some of the ablest 
teachers and principals in Atlanta ad- 
mit many thousands could be cut off 
from schools without injuring educa- 
tion. But speaking generally the 

- teachers’ association and the P.-T. A. 
are aggressive political organizations. 
Not all of them, there are noble ex- 
ceptions, but the controlling mass is. 

“The teachers’ association uses 
every possible means to elect school 
commissioners and city officials who 
will obey their every demand, just or 
unjust. A certain school commis- 
sioner is now openly admitting he 
broke his pledge to his ward to gain 
the support of the teachers’ associa- 
tion and help his political campaign. 
His aaa can defeat him, St. Paul 
says, ‘unto all men I am all things. 
We suffering taxpayers will be com- 
pelled to use the same tactics as do 
teachers. Fight for our friends and 
against our enemies. 

“All the city money given schools 
comes from taxes. Council cannot 
furnish them more money except by 
wringing it from prostrate taxpayers. 
Get this clearly, more money = for 
schools means more burdens from 
taxpayers. Watch your councilmen 
and school commissioners. Defeat 
them if they try to get more money 
from you. There is dynamite in every 
ward in Atlanta and suffering tax- 
payers are all that is needed for this 
dynamite to explode, This writer 
will assist in the explosion. 

“T offer my services to every ward 
in Atlanta. We can hold neighbor- 
hood meetings in homes, larger ones 
in halls or schools, parade the streets, 
picket the courthouse and city hall, 
obtain lists of every candidate for of- 
fice as to how they — upon taxes.
